Don't plant potatoes on land on which 
scabby crops have been raised previously. 
If seed to he used is scabby it should be 
treated as follow s : Dissolve two ounces 
of corrosive sublimate in tlfteen gallons 
of water, and before cutting put the po- 
tatoes in it for au hour and a half. Re- 
move, cut and plant, or spread out to dry. 
Corrosive sublimate is a deadly internal 
poison and should not be left w here ani- 
mals or poultry can drink it ; nor should 
any of the treated potatoes be eaten by 
animals or human beings.

1 he “Heal Boston movemcn. propuns 
to a large ex'ent to consolidate the cities 
and towns now included in the Metropoli- 
tan Park District as per Dill now before 
the Legislature of which wo give a pait. 

Section 1 The cities and towns which 
ate now incliidi <1 within lh<* metropolitan 
park ilt'trict. or the metropolitan sewer 
disUlct, or the metropolitan water dis- 
trict, or in all of them, and such other 
cities and towns as may hereafter be 
joined to either or all of said districts, 
shall constitute a federation which shall 
lie known a< Metropolitan Boston, and 
the mayors of said cities and the chair- 
men of the boards of selectmen of said 
towns shall constitute a body which shall 
be known as the Metropolitan Boston 
Council. 

Section 7 Said council may employ 
such clerical assistance and coutract such 
contingent expenses as it deems necessary 
for tin* proper conduct of its busitnss, 
and the cost thereof shall in the tlrst in- 
stance be paid by the Commonwealth, 
w hen authorized by a two-thirds vote of 
said council: and shall be iucludtd in tiie 
annual assessment of the cities and tow ns 
comprising said district, in proportion to 
the amount assessed upon each city or 
own for metropolitan water, sewer and 
park maintenance. 

Section s. This act shall take effect 
up in its passage.

Weymouth Board of Trade. 

The March meeting of the Weymouth 
Board of Trade was held as usual last 
evening in Masonic building, East Wey- 
mouth, ami was largely attended and of 
more than ordinary interest. 

Tlie president, W. P. Denbrocder, was 
iu the chair, and after the reading and 
approval of records of the last meeting 
by the secretary, W. II. Pratt, it was voted 
to suspend the routine business of the 
Board and take tip the Warrant for the 
coming Town Meeting, and the tlrst article 
in tin- Warrant, which was taken up, was 
No. (17— An article in relation to the work 
of the asstssors relative to valuation and 
taxation. 

This article was discussed to quite an 
extent by 1). M. Eaton, II B Reed, J. A. 
Cushing, K. T. Jordan, and more ex- 
tensively by E. W. Hunt, of the Board of 
Selectmen, who gave iimcli valuable* in- 
formation as to the inequalities of valu- 
ation iu different parts of the town, aud 
as a result of the discussion a committee, 
consisting of Mr. Hunt, Gordon Willis 
ami M. E. Hawes, was appointed to formu- 
late a motion looking to improvements 
and to present the same* to the Town 
Meeting. 

Articles 4i> aud 17 — Aud on the accept- 
ance of the so-called Abutterment Act, 
and this motion was discussed with much 
needed information given by Bradford 
Hawes, as to the relation of abutters to 
road and sidewalk improvements. 

Article 48 is on a petition of E. L. 
Bradford and others, to abate a tax levied 
in 1909 on the Clapp Memorial Association 
property W. P. Denbroeder opened the 
debate and took the ground that as the 
assessment, in the judgment of the As- 
sessors, was legally made it would be an 
injustice to other tax payers to make an 
abatement of this particular tax. The 
matter was further discussed by Mr. 
Bradford, 1). M. Eaton, Henry E. Hanly 
and others, but no aelion was taken. 

Article 10 w as in regard to the purchase 
of an automobile appliance for the Fire 
Department. This article was discussed 
to quite a length, Russell B. Worster ex- 
plaining to quite a length the needs of the 
department and a committee consisting of 
Daniel Rcidy, Joseph A. Cushing aud M. 
P. Garev was appointed to consider the 
matter, meet a similar committee ou 
Appropriations and suggest to the Town 
Meeting that a committee of ten be ap- 
pointed to consider a re -organization of 
Fire Department.

Shoe Industry. 


You have heard of General Hisinaiji 
The man with iron nerve ; 

Who from tlie path of duty. 

No earthly power could swerve. 


Tin re has been little change in the sit- 
uation of the boot and shoe industry dur- 
ing the past week, and business continues 
slow and ft at tireless. The novelties and 
freak shots are all that the buyers seem 
toe-are for just now and the good staple 
boot which the majority of the public 
wear, is not in demand. .Mail orders of 
such goods are very few and there is very 
. little new business. Anything to se-11 
must be “hump” toe*, high heel nml high 
arch, and gooels of this description are 
giving their makers plenty to do. 

How long this situation will continue, 
ami whether there will be a revulsion of 
sentiment in favor of the stand-bys is a 
problem the shoe manufacturers would 
like* to have solved, that they may begin 
to prepare for the fall anil winter season- 
The change of sentiment has been so sud- 
den from the patterns that have the ap- 
proval of the people to the pattern which 
has the indorsement of the classes that it 
has quite dazed thctiadc. Even the color 
of tiie leather has In en subject to chan- 
ges, and brown is today us popular for 
all-the-year as was black. 

The* new samples which have been pre- 
pared for tin* fall and winter season, 
which salesmen will soon lie showing 
widely over the country, are not particu- 
larly radical, fur they conform in general 
to the present styles, which seem to have 
given satisfaction. There will be modi- 
fications in certain details, but in the line 
of improvement. 

Women’s boots for fall will be higher — 
higher in top, higher in toes, higher in 
arches ami higher in heels, and if the in- 
creased amount of material needed to 
build such boots does not make the cost 
higher it wilfbe surprising. The charac- 
teristic of women’s hoots will be buttons 
instead of laces. It is charged that the 
lacings untie, but the buttons stay in 
place. The number of buttons is being 
increased, and where eleven or twelve- 
button boots seemed high, boots with 
fourteen or sixteen buttons will now pre- 
vail. The increase in height of toes is- 
considered a forward movement as being 
mure comfortable to the wearer, which is 
the case where high heels throw the foot 
forward into the toe of the boot. 

Salesmen who have visited their cus- 
tomers among wholesalers have secured 
some supplementary orders for women's 
shoes: slipper manufacturers have been 
busy, but the shoe plants generally are 
being operated conservatively, a few to 
their capacity, but the majority not much 
belter than half-capacity. The weather 
w ill lie the most powerful factor in the 
shoe trade for a few weeks now, and if 
the stocks now in dealers’ bauds can be 
moved, conditions will grow more favor- 
able for the next season. — Boston Trans- 
cript.

THE CLANRICARDE PLAQUE. 


A Famous Specimen of the Sixteenth 
Century Goldsmith’s Art. 

One of the greatest cinqueceuto jeiv- 
els in the world is the Clanricnrdc 
plaque, owned by Lord Clanricarde, 
who Is known as tiie “hermit peer” and 
who claims direct descent from the 
kings of Connaught, lie guards with 
jealous care this precious example of 
the goldsmith's art, keeping it safe 
from possible thieves and the common 
gaze in a bank vault, to which he 
goes occasionally with great secrecy 
to feast Ids eyes upon its magnificence. 
Some years ago, by royal request, he 
lent it to nn art exhibition In London, 
where it was admired and coveted by 
some of the greatest connoisseurs of 
Europe. 

The huge disk Is ns delicately 
wrought as a spider's web aud repre- 
sents the figure of Hercules ivlelding 
a diamond sword. Tiie sword blade 
is composed of a mass of perfectly 
matched steel Avhite stones, and a su- 
perb bine diamond scintillates from 
the hilt. The present owner inherited 
it from his mother, ivlio was a Miss 
Canning before her marriage to the 
Irish lord, and tiie plaque is practically 
priceless. Aside from Its value to col- 
lectors and its worth as a specimen of 
rare and exquisite art. it Is incrusted 
with a fortune in jewels.— New York 
Dress.

Feather and egg eating develops gener- 
ally in the winter months, and is caused 
by the lack of animal food or grit. An 
egg shell tilled with red pepper is recom- 
mended, and may be successful with dogs 
and other animals, but it is seldom if 
ever successful in curing the fowls. 
Dark nests will overcome the egg-eating 
habit frequently, but if the demands of 
nature for the elements supplied by these 
habits arc furnished in t he food, the 
habits will cease. Green cut bone, meat 
or grit will be found elticient remedies.

More trees are lost during removal by 
careless exposure of the roots than from 
any other cause. If it were possible to 
preserve them constantly moist, little 
danger from shrivelling need be appre- 
hended. For this reason, trees removed 
during a moist time always succeed best, 
and of those planted when the weather is 
dry more or less fail in the hands of in- 
experienced planters. Mutilation of roots 
during the digging process is of course 
reprehensible, but they frequently supply 
the loss by new fibres when not permitted 
to drv out.

Shoe Industry. 

Manufacturers of the sensible shoe are 
waiting to see whether the fashion and 
peaked-rrazed crowd of buyers will finally 
win. They have been chasing all sorts of 
butterfly shoes in their pursuit of novel- 
ties aud the neat, sensible patterns which 
have done so much to establish the New 
England made shoe as a reliable and de- 
sirable article, have been ignored. It has 
been a most unusual situation. As a re- 
sult there is less work being done in the 
factories than should lie the case at this 
time of the year, although oow the sales- 
men are about to take out the patterns for 
the fall and winter trade, hut the usual 
business hss not been done by the manu- 
facturers of staple lines, so great has 
been the demand for novelties. A mani- 
festation qf the desire for the next 
season will be awaited witli interest. 

Orders received by manufacturers of 
meu’s medium and good grade shoes are 
still small, jand tiie reserve is being re- 
duced witty* little new business in pros- 
pect. Thdsc shops producing lines which 
include all the high spots of the fashion- 
able shoe are busy to capacity w ilh new 
orders coming. F7ven the goods of better 
grades of standard patterns are no better 
conditioned. 

Manufacturers of women’s goods are 
giving attention to sample production as 
other business is featureless. Makers of 
children's shoes are generally well-era- 
ployed on account of the delay caused by 
the recent strike In Salem. 

Business through the county lias been 
more-or-less affected by weather. Where 
it lias continued cold, Staple goods have 
been disposed of, but variable weather 
has disturbed trade in many centers 

Spring prospects are the matters of in- 
terest in the trade, and opinions show a 
very varied demand. Women’s goods 
ere to be offered in great diversity. The 
season is expected to open w ith a brisk 
market for high-topped button boots, on 
account of the fashion for short skirts, 
with a demand for both brown and dull- 
black goods. As the warmer weather 
develops, the demand will turn to pumps 
which in a bewildering variety of colors 
and materials w ! ’l suit almost any toilet. 
The fact that the- tendency to slip at the 
heel is supposed to have been overcome, 
is expected to make pumps more desir- 
able than even the one eyelet ties. 

Manufacturers of women’s boots for 
the coining season, have every reason to 
demand increased prices, over present 
scales, for if more is being demanded in 
boots, the cost of production is increased 
correspondingly. The standard boots 
for women are to be higher in tops than 
for many years. Several inches have 
been added to the height of the recent 
patterns, which means the use of more 
leather in each pair, requiring more but- 
tons than has before been the custom. 
These two factors alone can.se the cost 
of manufacture to be increased, on the 
basis of materials alone, not considering 
the increase in time required to make 
such hoots. The cost of production of 
the fall styles being thus Increased, any 
increase in selling price would not be un- 
reasonable, for the buyers would be get- 
ting the worth of their money in materials 
and good manufacture. 

Almost every new feature for a coming 
season is given a tryont in a small way 
in the previons one, and a case in point at 
present a brown velvet topped boot. 
The trade seems disinclined to abandon 
the velvet top, thus stamping it as the 
subject of a craze, bnt recognizing that 
certain changes are necessary in order to 
keep the article popular, have conceived 
the idea of a brown velvet boot, sustain- 
ing it as a fall boot by presenting brown 
buck boots. There will be some brown 
velvet boots pnt on the market this 
spring — Boston Transcript.

While the issue is a close one, tiie Board 
Is of opintou that it ought not to disturb 
the existing schedule, in xk-xv of tiie as- 
surances of the company that tin- old 
service will be restored in the spring 
when the Hi miner schedule goes Into 
effect. 

The Board, however, is of opinion that 
the number of cars under the summer 
schedule of 1911 should not lie red 11 ceil at 
the close of the scasoii until It has had a 
full opportunity to further study the 
riding under that schedule after the sum- 
mer riding decreases, and therefore re- 
commends to the company that after the 
restoration of its summer service In 
Weymouth upon the Braintrce-Kockland 
line, It be continued nnfil further action 
by the Board, the petitioners and the 
company having the right to bring the 
matter again to its attention upon the 
petition now before it.

Electric Fire Department. 

This is surely the electric age as may 
lie seen in nearly every department of 
life; in homes, in factories and abroad in 
the world, and in view of an article in 
our Town Meeting Warrant pertaining to 
the fire department, we reproduce the 
following from tiie Boston Transcript of 
Saturday last : 

“The electric vehicle is especially tilted 
for fire departments on account of the 
cleanliness of the vehicles around the fire 
stations, the absence of any fire risk, the 
reliability in service, the simplicity of 
operation uml the economy from a finan- 
cial standpoint. As to cleauliness, who 
can for a moment claim that tiie horse, 
with its food, heddiug and unavoidable 
refuse, or the gasoline vehicle witli its 
otiors and dripping oil, can compare with 
the clean electric with no engine, and all 
its hearings oil-tight, only requiring re- 
packing with oil once in six months? 

“In regard to fire risk there Is no com- 
parison. We all know of the many fires 
daily reported in the press w hich are di- 
rectly traceable to the gasoline-driven 
machine. The fire departments should be 
the first to adopt aoy vehicle which will 
reduce the fire risks, whenever it can be 
clone without sacrificing the efficiency of 
the fire fighting force, and, in the case of 
tiie electric, the fire risk is entirely absent 
and tiie efficiency of the department 
materially increased, for iu addition to 
all the other advantages of the electric, 
in case of emergency almost any member 
of the company can operate the vehicle. 

“On the point of reliability, unques- 
tionably the electric is the most depend- 
able of all heavy service vehicles. It is 
not freakish, is always ready to start, 
and requires no cranking. The simplicity 
of the electric vehicle is one of its strong 
points. There are no reciprocating parts 
to shake the chassis and machinery apart ; 
no engine with its multitude of parts; no 
carbureter, uo oil tank; no clutch; no re- 
versing levers; no transmission gear case 
filled with a multitude of gears; just a 
simple controller handle, similar to that 
in use on the street car, which in turn 
throws on 1 lie amount of current for the 
desired speed, either forxvartl or reverse 

“From a financial standpoint as well as 
mechanical, the electric is undeniably the 
most eflleient of all motor vehicles, as the 
wearing parts are so few the repairs are 
greatly reduced. As the machine starts 
easily, and runs with an even motion, the 
tire bill is kept at a minimum- In fact, 
it has been stated by users of both kinds 
of vehicles that the tire bills of most 
motor vehicles will pay all the costs of 
operating a like-sized electric machine. 


High School Note*.

It bnd its beginning 
in Bermuda during one of bis frequent 
visits to those happy islands. It was 
called the Angel Fish club, after n 
gorgeous swimmer of those waters, nnd 
he gave to each member an ungel fish 
pin as a society badge. It was u suc- 
cessful club, and on his return to 
America be elected other members, 
enough to make twelve In all. 

nis home at Redding, Conti.. Storm- 
fleld, had been originally named In- 
nocence at Home, and as Angel Fish 
headquarters Innocence at Home it 
always remained.

He spent the last months of his life 
In Bermuda In the home of one of his 
nngel fish, Helen Allen, daughter of 
the American vice consul there. She 
was his dally companion, and It will 
be her lifelong happy memory that 
she brightened and comforted his final

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a deg which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, cause :t to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the office of the clerk of the city or town ii w,.ich 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may a' 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thiity-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding sectios. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license sha 1 be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the operation has been filed with 
the city or town clerk that said female dog had 
been spayed and has thereby been deprived of the 
power of propagation, in which case the fee shall be 
two dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper c f dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number of dogs so 
kept does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty five dollars, and if the number of 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which are under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section cne hundred and thirty-nine, forfeit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be |>aid to the 
treasurer of the county ii which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer if the ci y or town in which said 
dog is kept. 

[y No person shall keep or have in his care 
or posession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
bloodhound of pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the E-glish 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers or breeders as Cuban bloodhound or 
Siberian bloodhound, whether such dog is in whole 
or in part of such species, unless such dog is kept 
solely for exhibition. In s«ch case he shall at all 
times be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large ev< n though in charge 
of a keeper, nnless properly and securely muzzled. 
—Chap. 105, Sec. 1, Acts of 1904. 

Sec 139. Whoever keeps a dog described in the 
preceding section in violation of the provisions 
thereof shall forfeit fifty dollars. Ten djllars of 
which shall be paid to the complainant and forty 
dollars to the taeasurcr of the county in which said 
dog is kept, but in the county of Suffolk, the forty 
dollars shall be paid to the treasurer of the city or 
town in which said dog is kept.

Every corn grower sImhiM lest every 
ear of seed corn this year. 

The feeding of clover liav to poultry is 
a very simple matter ami can be success- 
fully done by any farmer or puultryman. 

Now inind this : Make two sowings of 
clover seed, one now and one early in 
April. Use half red, other half alsike. 
Do not miss the alsike. 

It costs but little, if any more, to grow 
a pouud of poultry than a pound of pork ; 
tile price per pound of each speaks for 
itself. 

Duriug tlie breeding season mate one 
drake with four ducks until the last of 
April, then diminish the number of drakes 
to oue drake to five or six ducks. 

Particularly at t hi s stasen of the) tar 
do not set a !ieu until it is positive that 
she is thoroughly broody. If she does 
not have the full fever, site is apt to de- 
sert her charge, often after silting a 
week or two. 

A few drops of tincture of iron iu the 
drinking wa'er makes an excellent spring 
tonic for the poultry. It tones up the 
the system aDd makes rich, red blood. 

Yield of milk can be reduced by feeding 
at irregular hours and the use of poor 
feeds, but breediDg is the only means of 
increasing the amount of milk and per- 
centage of butter fat it contains. 

Everybody knows how discouraging it 
is to make a pig that has once been stun- 
tetl grow well. It is like starting a 
freight train. It takes more fuel and 
time than it does to keep it going. Push 
from the start. 

The cultivation required for corn saves 
moisture and kills weeds and plant dis- 
eases. Coru is the best preparation for a 
grain crop; it produces more food and 
fodder per acre tliau other crops. Do 
not hill up the corn, as this wastes the 
moisture.

If ashes are to be put in a dry place ud- 
til ready to use, as much or more care 
being taken with them than with barn- 
yard manure. And in connectior, it 
might be well to state that ashes should 
never be mixed with manure of any sort, 
as it sets the nitrogen free in the form of 
ammonia gas and the quality of both tbe 
asties and the manure is lowered. 

A cause of “dowdy gardens” is a desire 
to have a little of everything in a space 
only sufficient to grow a few things well. 
Form and color are so intermixed that 
the effect is destroyed— no harmony, no 
distinctness, simply a jumble of color. 
And still we are asked to admire flowers 
under such conditions. As well might 
we call an artist s palette a picture. 

Of course, the orchard is the ideal 
place for fowls, but, laekiDg this, shade 
from shrubs, small fruit trees, vines and 
different tall annual plants will serve. 
Quince and lilac bushes may be grown in 
the poultry park if they are enclosed 
with a small fence the first two years. 
A row of blackberry and raspberry bnshes 
may be planted along the south fence. 
Morning glory and wild cucumber vines 
will make profuse shade on the wire net- 
ting fence in a few weeks.

Article 24, voted to raise and appropri- 
ate $50 for the care of town parks. 

Article 25, raised and appropriated $3,- 
230 for suppression of gypsy and brown 
tail moths. 

Article 26, voted to raise and appropri- 
ate $G,900 for payment of town officers, 
divided as follows .- Selectmen and Over- 
seers of Poor, $2,400 ; assessors. $1,500; 
assessors' clerk, $200; tow n clerk, $125; 
treasurer, $450; auditors, $150; sealer of 
weights and measures, $200 ; tree warden, 
$100 and tow n accountant, $850. 

Article 27, raised and appropriated $700 
for election expenses. 
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Tne demand of the government for- a 
new draw and practically a new bridge 
on Back River lias been a matter of much 
solicitude and for a while it was felt that 
the expense problem had b«en solved. 

Working with the «itv solicitor of 
Quincy and Town Counsel of H Ingham, 
A. P. Wo: then. prepared an article which 
we publish below. By the nntirlug efforts 
of Congressman Weeks, this article 
passed ihi* lower branch of Congress and 
went to the Senate; here Senator Lodge 
t'n k it in charge SDd was successful in 
getting it through, though strenuously 
opposid by the war department as estab- 
lishing a bad precedent* Haying passed 
both brandies- of Congress, it was natur- 
ally supposed the difficulty was over, but 
Congress adjourned and the President had 
withheld 'his signature, supposedly for the 
reasons given above. 

At the Town Meeting' bn Monday, Sen- 
ator Barnes paid a high compliment to 
Senator Lodge, Congressman Weeks and 
those who assisted them and submitted 
the following resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted :

other governmental purposes, to tie paid 
by the Old Colony Street Railway Com- 
pany, a corporation organized and existing 
under the laws of the State of Massachu- 
setts, the Town of Ilingham, in Plymouth 
County, iu said state, and the Town of 
Weymouth and the City of Quincy, both 
in Norfolk- County in said state. There 
1* hereby authorized to be appropriated, 
out of any money iu the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, an amount not 
exceeding. fifty thousand dollars, amt not, 
in any case, to exceed one half of the 
sum necessary to reconstruct, alter and 
repair said bridge. 

■ Said work shall proceed under llie pro- 
visions of an act. entitled : ‘.\n Act to 
regulate construction of bridges over 
navigable waters,” approved March twen- 
ty-third, nineteen hundred aud six. 

Resolved.

I. Bates and W. I.. Swan. 

Several electric liuht articles now oc- 
enred in tlie warrant which had been dis- 
posed of early in the day by including 
them in the general appropriation.

Article 70, improvement of Sea street, 
referred to Superintendent of Streets. 

Article 73, sidewalk on .Main street, 
also referred to Superintendent of Streets. 

Article 77 was for a sidewalk at Lovell’s 
Corner and was referred to the Select- 
men. 

Under Article 7.3, the town voted to 
accept the report of the Selectmen, for 
laying out of a town way over what is 
now known as l’arnell street iu North 
Weymouth, and under the next article it 
raised and appropriated $400 for working 
the same. 

Under Article 80, the meeting voted to 
accept the report of the Selectmen on the 
laving out of ltosemonl road, from Bridge 
street to Weymouth Fore River, aud under 
Article 81 raised and appropriated §200 
for its working. 

The Warrant was now practically com- 
pleted as far as the meeting w as con- 
cerned, and it is now up to the several 
departments, barring uuforseen calamities, 
epidemics, etc., to demonstrate that 
tile meeting made no mistake in its several 
appropriations and acts. 

The usual vote of thanks was extended 
to the Moderator for iiis fair and im- 
partial rulings, and before 4 30 the hall 
was deserted.

A MAN OF MYSTERY. 

Peculiar Life of Metastasio. the Cele- 
brated Italian Poet. 

Met:!* t:isi > (1U0S-17S2I. the celebrated 
ilf.tnuitic.unrl operatic poet, spent fifty- 
five years in Vienna with the Martiues 
family without ever learning Gorman 
nr wishing to learn it. 

Besides his utter indifference to ail 
speech but Italian, Metastasio possess- 
ed many peculiarities of character. 
None might mention death in bis pres- 
ell e. Those who alluded to smallpox 
before him lie made it a point not to 
see again. In all his fifty-tire years 
la Vienna he never gave away more 
than the equivalent of to the 

poor. He always occupied the same 
scat at church, but never paid for It. 
lie took all bis meals in the most mys- 
terious privacy. His greatest friends 
had never seen him eat anything but n 
biscuit with some lemonade. Nothing 
would induce him to dine away from 
home. He never changed his wig or 
the cut or color of his coat. 

Metastasio was to have been present- 
ed to the pope the day he died nnd 
raved about the Intended interview in 
the delirium of his last moments. Mrs. 
Piozzi (familiar to readers of Boswell's 
"Life of I>r. Johnson” ns Sirs. Ttarale) 
collected these particulars from the la- 
dies of the Martlnes family, with 
whom Metastasio was so long domesti- 
cated without speaking or understand- 
ing a word of their language from first 
to last. 

ETIQUETTE IN SIAM. 

On Hands and Knees Before tho King 
Was Long tho Custom There. 

Perhaps the most revolutionary re 
form carried out by the late king of 
Siam was the abolition of the arbi- 
trary rule of etiquette which forbade 
an inferior in rank to raise bis head 
above that of a superior or even level 
with it. The inferior must not even 
pass over a bridge while a superior 
was underneath it, nor must he enter 
a room in an upper story while a su- 
perior was occupying a room beneath 
it. Servants approached their mas- 
ters 011 hands nnd knees. This cus- 
tom is by no means obsolete today in 
spite of the royal edict, for many of 
the powerful nobles who live far 
away from the court still enforce it. 

In 1S74 the king held a large court, 
nt which no one present presumed to 
appear otherwise than on hands and 
knees. It was at this audience that 
tho edict forbidding the custom was 
read to tlie prostrate multitude. They 
there nnd then rose nnd stood like 
men in the presence of their sovereign 
for the first time on record. Since 
then there has been no prostration at 
the royal audiences. But if a supe- 
rior stops to speak to an inferior in 
the street the latter will still bend or 
lower hfs head In some way ns a 
mark of respect. — London Saturday 
Review. 

Playing at Death. 

The mother of Ivan Turgenev, the 
Russian novelist, was n trying person 
to live with. Irritable, capricious and 
unreasonable. On Ivan’s birthday in 
1S45, we are told in “Two Rus- 
sian Reformers,” after a day of festiv- 
ities, Mme. Turgenev pretended to be 
dying. “She sent for her confessor 
and, placing before her the portrait of 
her son Ivan, exclaimed ‘Adieu, Ivan! 
Adieu, Nicolas! Adieu, my children” 
Then she ordered her forty servants 
nnd all tlie men employed about tbe 
bouse to say goodby to iter. When 
they had filed out of the room Mme. 
Turgenev declared that she felt better 
nnd asked for tea. The next day the 
following ‘order’ appeared: 

“ ‘I give orders that tomorrow morn- 
ing the disobedient servants, Nicolas 
Jacovlef. Ivan I’etrof nnd Egor Kon- 
ilrntatiof, shall sweep the court in 
front of my windows.’ 

“Those names were those of serv- 
ants who had not appeared nt her bed- 
side, possibly because they were a lit- 
tle drunk that evening. ‘Good for 
nothings! Drunkards! exclaimed Mme. 
Turgenev. ’They rejoice nt the death 
of their mistress!’ ” 

The Bank Beat the Prince. 

The Gentlewoman of London recalls 
the following story of the prince re- 
gent and Coutts' bank: "When George 
IV. was a regent he had a grudge 
against Coutts and determined to play 
a trick on the authorities. In those 
days even the great banks kept very 
small reserves of cash, and the playful 
prince thought out a plan to close 
Coutts'. So he sent his equerry round 
from Carlton House with a check for 
£100,000, fondly hoping that the bank 
would not be able to pay over the 
counter. Tbe prince’s trick, however, 
failed of success, as the wary old part- 
ner of the Strand bank proved equal 
to the occasion. lie said at once to 
the equerry, ’How will his royal high- 
ness take the amount, in gold or notes?’ 
The equerry hesitated and then said 
he had better go back to Carlton House 
to Inquire. So he departed, and Coutts’ 
had time to send to tbe Bank of Eng- 
land and get the cash required, but it 
was not needed, as the prince regent, 
seeing that Coutts’ had got the best 
of him, did not return the check in 
question.”

How Scientific Methods Raised tho 

Standard of a Day’s Work. 

There are now eminent consulting 
engineers who are engaged by indus- 
trial heads to study their establish- 
ments from top to bottom with a view 
to finding by scientific study the meth- 
ods of working, accounting nnd han- 
dling labor which will improve on the 
old traditional habits. Some extraordi- 
nary results have been attained. What 
scientific management means is ad- 
mirably illustrated by tbe story of 
bricklaying, as told by an exj>ert. 

Ordinarily a brick mason makes 
eighteen different sets of motions In 
laying a single brick, ne bends over, 
in tbe first place, to pick up one brick, 
and In lifting it be lifts ten pounds of 
brick and about a hundred pounds of 
brick mason— tbe upper part of bis 
own body. In laying 1.000 bricks in a 
day’s work lie lifts 100,000 pounds of 
brick mason. This was an obvious 
waste of labor. So a common laborer 
was hired to put the bricks where the 
masons would not have to stoop for 
them. Another thing is that when a 
mason picks up a handmade brick, 
which is always a little thicker at one 
side than on the other, be tosses the 
brick up. turning It over until his 
touch tells him which side Is tbe top 
before he puts it In place in the wall. 
The cure for this was to have all tbe 
bricks plied top up before they were 
brought to the masons. Then, further, 
every one has seen tbe mason tap bis 
brick several times to settle it Into tbe 
mortar— more waste of time. The care 
was to make the mortar thinner, so 
tbat the weight of tbe brick would set- 
tle It Into the right position. This was 
scientific management, "motion study.” 
It raised the day’s work for the aver- 
age brick mason from 1. 000 up to 2.700 
bricks n day and in Individual cases to 
much higher figures. The mason made 
ODly six motions where be uned to 
make eighteen.— American Review of 
Rerlews.

which even now are coming to them. 
The movement of tans in Philadelphia 
has not yet shown great size but Chicago 
reports a very brisk demand, even the 
wholesalers being unable to keep np the 
supply. 

The retail trade seems converted to the 
belief that tans will be in demand, and 
their sale is expected to be very steady. 
It is yet hoped that the early demand for 
leather boots and shoes w ill cause a good 
market in the summer for fabric topped 
goods ami shoes of white cauvass and 
other colors. 

Salesmen are going out from the manu. 
facturers and wholesalers with samples 
of the fill and winter goods. Whether 
the craze for novelties and freaks wil 1 
continue, remains to be learned. The 
present season has been remarkable for 
the turning of pnbllc taste from the sen- 
sible and reliable patterns to novelties. 
It has been an unusual experience to the 
manufacturing trade and manufacturers 
of staple goods of know n reliability have 
suffered from the loss of those orders 
which have been diverted to the plants 
which have turned out the freak foot- 
wear-boots of the high heel, arch and 
toe. 

In order to limit as much as possible 
the number and vagaries of the patterns 
of men’s and women’s boots for next fall 
and winter, the styles committee of the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufactures’ 
Association has compiled ’’style posters” 
giving illustrations of w hat to them serin 
the patterns worth adopting hy manu- 
facturers. It is the intent of this com- 
mittee to try and influence manufactur- 
ers to stand closer together, and to help 
themselves l>v limiting the number of 
lasts and patterns, thereby saving the 
large expense necessary because of the 
competition in ultra designs. By con- 
forming to these staples designs, which 
are ultra enough in all reason, it is be- 
lieved that the requirements of the pub- 
lic will be met and trade kept on a better 
basis. 

It may be wondered why, if these nov- 
elties have proved so desirable and brought 
certain manufacturers much work, the 
manufacturers who were behind in the 
procession, did not provide their plants 
w ith necessary machinery and get some 
of the business. The answer may be 
found in the inability to foresee the dur- 
ation of the craze. It is uncertain how

The Horrible Rite India Maintained 
For Over Twenty Centuriea. 

The abolition of the horrid rite of 
widow burning In India was decreed 
by the British authorities In 1829. 

The dreadful practice was found 
there by the Macedonians under Alex- 
ander the Great 300 years before 
Christ, and for more than twenty-one 
long, weary centuries did It repeat Its 
almost Inconceivable torture and ago- 
ny upon the women of India. The 
sacrifice, while not actually forced on 
the wife, was so strongly Insisted on 
by public opinion that It amounted to 
a law, and Its victims were legion. 
Scores of widows were often burned 
upon the funeral pile of a single ra- 
jah. In Bengal, the head center of 
the monstrosity, thousands were sac- 
rificed annually, and the figure for all 
India was appalling. 

The millions of widowed women 
were completely at the mercy of the 
remorseless superstition of the times. 
The ministers of Brahmanism told 
the widow that her sacrifice was nec- 
essary as a means of her own happi- 
ness and that of her husband In the 
future state, and oftener than other- 
wise she consented to be burned along 
with the dead body of her hnsband. 
Unless she did this she was covered 
with the maledictions and curses of 
the people, was virtually outlawed 
and unceremoniously cast outside the 
pale of human sympathy and consid- 
eration and had to spend the rest of 
her days In degradation and wretch- 
edness. It was death on the funeral 
pile of her hnsband or s living death 
of contumely and shame, of loneliness 
and misery. 

The women of India can never dis- 
charge their debt of gratitude to Eng- 
land for the abolition of the suttee.— 
New York American.

Boston School of Music 


Although the window* of retail shoe 
stores are tilled with spring styles, the 
weather dnriug the past week lias not been 
stimulating to sales or even consideration 
of snch goods. The conditions, however, 
have been snch as will condense the spring 
run into fewer weeks, and business when 
It really begins will be brisk. It is a mat- 
ter of remark that even at this late day 
there is uncertainty as to how the prefer- 
ences of customers will develop. It is ex- 
pec ed that boots will be the more desir- 
able, and dealers have selected them for 
the opening, and manufacturers have 
given more attention to producing them, 
but if a sudden freak of weather should 
open the season with mild and balmy tem- 
perature the demand will be the stronger 
for lowcuts, and immediately there will 
be a rush to the manufacturers for sup 
plies to till in stocks. The manufacturers 
are deeper in the gloom, for they cannot 
tell in advance whether leather or cloth 
shoes w ill be desired. 

Not only is there uncertainty over the 
design of shoes for the fall season, bnt 
even the mateiial from which the shoes 
are to be made. It is understood that 
certaiu component parts are staple, but 
enough of the shoe Is so subject to whim 
that the manufacturers are unable to pre- 
pare in advance for orders that may come 
to them. 

This is a far different condition from 
that obtaining a few years ago. Then the 
middle of March would hay. found spring 
and summer goods all delivered; goods 
made on established and well-accep’ed de- 
signs, and the factories at work on the 
early orders for fall. Now salesmen are 
going out with their fall samples, and no 
one kno s when the dealers will decide 
what they want. 

The pe. jliarity of the business contin- 
ues to be the popularity of the tan shoe. 
Some dealers all over the country have 
uttered sophomoric information regard- 
ing the future of tan goods, in spite of 
the fact that the demand on manufacturers 
was growing and the purchaso of Itussia 
leather was exceeding all expectations. 
Now they see the tan hoe worn every- 
where in growing demand. 

Since there is such a ready sale ahead 
for brown leather goods, manufacturers 
are wondering if the velvet lines really 
will be as popular as anticipated and 
whether the sale will begin in good sea- 
son in the spring, or not until early sum- 
mer. The choice of style may affect sales. 
Time was when a leather shoe was worn 
in spring and summer. Then came the 
the canvas shoe to share the August aud 
September days. Other fabrics have been 
brought forward, till it is impossible to 
tell how wide or how limited will be the 
purchases of customers. Some can have 
but two choices. Leather will be one, 
but whether velvet or canvas for the sec- 
ond is the problem that interests manu- 
facturers. 

The past week has encouraged manufac- 
turers, with a noticeable increase in or- 
ders for spring goods. Makers of high- 
grade men’s wear have been busier than 
heretofore. Those shops producing wo- 
men’s and children’s lines have received 
more orders though of small volume. 
Fall business amounts to practically 
nothing. 

While the general tendency of the trade 
is to stick to the present styles, there are 
symptoms of change in the patterns of 
women’s goods, and there is a tendency 
toward a slimmer shoe. The general 
effect of woiuea’s fashions suggests slim- 
ness, and the short, hump-toe shoe, or the 
too short forepart, suggests the contrary. 
So manufacturers are advising a lengthen- 
ing of the vamps to give the effect of a 
slender foot. This change will cause 
some confusion and add to the already up- 
set condition of affairs. — Boston Tran- 
script.

' THE HENPECKED CLUB. * 

Queer Methods of a Queer Society In 
Lancashire, England. 

Of nil the queer clubs that exist in 
the world you will find some of the 
queerest in Lancashire, England. One 
of these is called the Henpecked club. 
As the title indicates, its members are 
all males, and you can come across a 
club in almost every Lancashire town 
of nny size. 

The meetings are held, ns a rule, in 
some bar parlor, and the discussions 
are about members and often non- 
members who have the reputation of 
being henpecked. When evidence has 
been brought to show tbnt a particular 
man has allowed himself to come un- 
der Ills wife’s thumb they tax him with 
it In the place of meeting. The presi- 
dent delivers n lecture on the danger 
of a husband permitting his wife to 
usurp his position as master, and when 
the others have indorsed his remarks 
the person to whom the speeches are 
addressed Is warned that if he con- 
tluues to stand the henpeeking he will 
be made the subject of a demonstra- 
tion. 

Tlie announcement that a “henpeck- 
ed" club demonstration is to take place 
is received In the district with mixed 
feelings. The men applaud it, and the 
local police, recalling similar displays 
that led to trouble, become a little 
anxious. On the evening appointed 
the members of the club meet at a 
public house, where they arm them- 
selves with all kinds of household 
utensils; then, led by concertina play- 
ers or a tin whistle band, they start 
out and march along the crowded 
streets of the district. 

Oue man carries a broom, another a 
swab, a third a shovel or a coal 
scuttle or a - fender or a poker. Fire 
'tongs, blacklcad brushes, wasbtubs, 
buckets— everything used In the home, 
in fact— Is carried shoulder high. As 
they march along to the music in front 
and the discordant clanging of their 
baggage they sing ■ snatches of songs 
In which the name of the victim oc- 
curs often. 

The mission of the verses, which 
have been specially composed for the 
occasion by a local poet. Is to hold up 
the henpecked one to ridicule, the rea- 
son for the demonstrators bearing the 
household goods being, of course, to 
remind him that, having fallen nnder 
petticoat government he will quickly 
become the slavey. 

When they reach the cottage where 
their victim resides they form a circle 
in front of the door and sing and 
clang their fenders and coal scuttles 
more loudly than ever. 

The man inside Is Invoked by the 
president daring a halt in the pro- 
gram to “be a man” and join bis 
brethren. Sometimes if he looks upon 
the affair as more of a Joke than any- 
thing else he does their bidding, and 
they reform and inarch to headquar- 
ters with him at their head. Usually, 
however, his wife appears instead 
with a backet of soapy water, which 
she promptly throws over the demon- 
strators, or she quickly causes a clear- 
ance with a hose pipe. 

To the onlooker it is Just an exhibi- 
tion for langbter and nothing more, 
but behind the scenes there Is general- 
ly a lot of trouble and heartaching. 
A good number of these “henpecked" 
demonstrations have sequels in police 
courts. Sometimes it is an enraged 
victim being charged with assaulting 
a demonstrator, bat more often than 
not the sequel shows a wife appealing 
te the magistrate for a separation or- 
der.— London Tlt-Blta.

DEADLY MIME GASES. 

Their Action Upon the Flame of tha 
Safety Lamp. 

The safety lamp, a heavy metal lan- 
tern shaped object with a circular 
globe of heavy plate glass, is the only 
light other than electricity that can be 
safely carried into a gaseous mine. 
The lamps are lit before they are 
taken iuto the mine aud, in addition, 
are securely locked, that no accident 
or ignorant intention may expose tlie 
open tianie to tlie gases of the mine. 
Over a small sooty yellow flame 
which gives a light less bright than 
that of an ordinary caudle are two 
wire gauze cones fitting snugly inside 
the heavy globe, and it is through 
these cones that tlie flame draws tlie 
air which supports it. The presence of 
black damp, or carbon dioxide, can 
easily be detected, if net by its odor, l>y 
the action of the flame, which grows 
dim and, if the black damp exists ia 
any quantity, is finally extinguished. 
White damp, tlie highly explosive gas 
which is most feared, has, on tlie 
other hand, a totally different effect. 
In tlie presence of this gas the flame 
of tlie safety lamp becomes pointed, 
and as the gas grows stronger t lie 
flame seems to separate from tlie wick 
and an almost invisible blue cone 
forms beneath it. If t lie miner con- 
tinues to advance into the white dump 
he will pass through a line in which 
there are nine parts of air to one part 
gas (the explosive mixture), and the 
lnmp will instantly register this ex- 
plosive condition by a sudden crack- 
ling inside the gauze and tlie extin- 
guishing of tlie flame. Were it an open 
lamp the explosion ignited by tlie 
flame would sweep throughout tlie en- 
tire workings, carrying deatli and de- 
struction before it, but by the con- 
struction of tlie safety lamp the ex- 
plosion coniines itself to the limited 
nrea within the ga«zc cones, and un- 
less tlie lamp is moved suddenly and 
the flame is dragged through the gauze 
at the instant that the explosion oc- 
curs within tlie globe it will not ex- 
tend beyond the gauze.— Atlantic. 

SPHERICITY OF THE EARTH. 

“Parallax" Bet Against It, ar.d Ha Lost 
His Wager. 

The straightest canal in the world Is 
in England and runs from Frith, in 
Cambridgeshire, to Denvers Sluice, 
twenty-two miles away. It was here 
that years ago a decisive experiment 
was conducted to prove the sphericity 
of the earth. At that time, says "High- 
ways and Byways In Cambridgeshire,” 
n deluded gentleman, who called liirn- 
relf “Parallax.” was obsessed with the 
notion that the globe was a flat disk 
and used to go lecturing with great 
vigor on the subject. After these lec- 
tures he lnyited questions, none of 
which was able to shake his belief. 
When asked, for example. “Why does 
the hull of a ship disappear below the 
horizon while the masts remain vis- 
ible?” he would answer, “Because the 
lowest stratum of air is the densest 
and therefore soonest conceals objects 
seen through it.” Finally he showed 
his whole hearted liellef In his absurd 
views by laying a heavy wager that no 
one would disprove them. Tlie stakes 
were deposited in the hands of judges, 
and the trial, nnder agreed conditions, 
took place upon the New- river, as part 
of the canal is called. Three boats 
were moored three miles apart, each 
provided with a crosstree of equal 
height. If tlie earth was spherical tlie 
central cross would appear above the 
other to an observer looking through 
a telescope leveled from the crosstree 
of the boat at either end; If It was flat 
he would see both the other crosstrees 
as one. “Parallax" declared that he 
did see them so, but the Judges unani- 
mously decided against him. and the 
poor man lost his money.

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a dog which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the office tl the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner's name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thiity-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license sha'l be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the operation has been filed with 
the city or town clerk that said female dog had 
been spayed and has thereby been deprived of the 
power of propagation, in which case the fee shall be 
two dollars. 

Sec. 131, The owner or keeper cf dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described m the license. If the number ot dogs so 
kept does not exceed five, tiie fee for such license 
shall be twenty five dollars, and if the number of 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which are under the age of six months.

A man witli a large family can live bet- 
ter mi the farm, where money grown, 
than in Hie city where money goes. 

One hundred fowls will produce manure 
enough when carefully saved, to top 
dress one acre • f grass or fertilize two 
acres of corn. 

Unless your ground is very rolling 
dmwawl spread mannj- w here it is to be 
nsed as soon as made. This saves work 
and saves manure. 

“Try all things an I hold fa*t that which 
is good.” This is * pee 1*11 v applicable to 
the seeds which you propose to plant or 
sow. 

Nothing on the faim pays better Ilian a 
good garden. It furnishes fresh fruits 
and vegetables and promotes healili 

If you want iiens and pullets to quit 
laying, turn them out early in the morn- 
ing on the frozen grass. Ii is an in fail- 
able remedy. 

Tick off and burn, all “uimnmid” fruits 
on peach, plum or oilier trees, thus de- 
stroying the spores of brown rot and 
other fungous diseases which winter 
over on these dried up specimens. 

As the nights are still cold it is advis- 
able to give the hens but eleven eggs at 
tiie time of sitting them. This affords 
the lien a better chance to cover ami 
warm the eggs properly, bringing forth 
better results. 

It costs no more to feed pure-bred 
chickens than it does mongrels. The 
first cost of the best is little more than 
that of inferior stock. With a few eggs, 
in two or three years the breeder can se- 
cure a pure-bred flock large enough to 
stock his farm. 

When a spell of had weather comes, 
look out for lice. They multiply fast 
when hens and chicks have to lie confined 
to their coops much of the time. These 
pests will soon reduce the vitality of the 
liveliest chick ever hatched, so that it 
will be in good condition to take gapes or 
some other ailment. — April Farm Journal. 

Have you a supply of carriage bolts of 
various sizes and lengths in a handy place 
in the barn or tool house? By the hun- 
dred your dealer ought to sell them to 
you cheap, and often one bolt in an emer- 
gency is worth more titan the whole lot 
cost you. 

Every time you sell a ton of good hay 
you rob your meadow of JO pounds of ni- 
trogen, 31 pounds of potash and 12 pounds 
of phosphoric acid. It is much better to 
feed this to stock and sell the stock, re- 
turning the manure to the soil. Even 
then the animal carries away a valuable 
portion of your farm. 

In choosing an exhausted or partly ex- 
hausted farm, look well to the sub-soil. 
If that be sandy, so that it leaches what 
is put on, do not take it as a gift. We 
have, however, known heavy lands re- 
ported to be run out and good for little 
or nothing, to be bought at low figures', 
and in comparatively few years with a 
few tile drains made very valuable. 

In itself the small fsjni does not pos- 
sess any particular merit. It is only 
when it is thoroughly tilled that it be- 
comes meritorious or profitable. If a 
farmer has a hundred acres that produce 
unsatisfactorily, being good average land, 
because not thoroughly cultivated, it 
would not be wise for him t^i dispose of 
half of it and cultivate what remained as 
he had been cultivating before. But as a 
rule the farmer would better his condition 
if be put on that remaining fifty acres of 
laud the labor that he formerly placed on 
this original hundred acres. It is not 
how much is done, but how much is well 
done. 

There are very few old meadows that 
contain less than twelve to fifteen species 
ot grass. Old pastures often contain 
three or four times that number of gras- 
ses. It is from this fact that batter has 
a higher flavor when produced from old 
pastures. When milk Is produced wholly 
from red clover, one of our best artificial 
grasses, its flavor is qnite inferior to that 
produced from several varieties. This 
has been so often observed as not to ad- 
mit of a doubt. Each species of grass 
or grain has its own peculiar aroma and 
flavor, and the greater the number of va- 
rieties the finer the flavor of the milk, but- 
ter or other product. Now is the time to 
scatter a variety of grass seed on the 
pasture land.

Brnle, Neb., March 23- — In settling the 
family difficulties betweeo John A. Draper 
and Mary, his wife, Judge Otto has laid 
down a new rule of law relative to the du- 
ties of married couples.

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Shoe Industry. 

As the weeks go by it would seem that 
the boot and shoe industry never is bat 
al ways to be blessed, as the hopes of those 
interested are not realized so soon as they 
anticipated, and yet they believe that 
there will be improvement. This optimis- 
tic attitude is fortunate, for it sustains 
the trade during the present peculiar 
periotl. 

Thai the staple lines in sensible designs 
should be so overworked in the haste of 
retaih-rs to get freak styles is surprising 
to the trade. The freak shoe has always 
been considered a necessary evil, some- 
thing to pacify the demands of those who 
are concerned that their lower extremi- 
ties lie attractive even if the index of 
character be s'ighted, but it war uot sup- 
posed that there would be such a stampede 
after novelties as the past few months 
have witnessed. Buyers of shoes have 
frequently been reported to have refused 
to consider anything but novelties, and 
manufacturers of staple lines have been 
much disturbed thereby. The demand of 
the retailers for freak lines has held up 
the stocks of staple goods in the hands of 
wholesalers, and the latter will not call 
for staples until some of these stocks 
have been reduced. As a result, produc- 
tion is light, except in the case of freak 
makers. 

Until the opening season has further 
developed, it will be impossible to antici- 
pate the fall trade. Manufacturers of 
men’s heavy wear are in receipt of small 
orders, and medium-priced shoes are not 
in sufficient demand to keep factories oc- 
cupied more thau to about half capacity. 
Initial orders for high-grade goods are be- 
ing received in fair quantity, but iu al! de- 
partments, the new seasons's business is 
very slow. New business with the man- 
ufacturers of women’s wear is equally 
dull, for all calculations have been much 
upset by the trend of demand. The rage 
for colored goods has been beyond expec- 
tation, and yet there is such a wide fleld 
in the fabric-topped goods that it is im- 
possible to forecast the trend of prefer- 
ences. 

So far the spring trade has developed 
slowly because the continued cold weather 
has uot been in harmony with the goods 
offered. In the sales made in anticipation 
of spring weather a preference for boo‘.s 
has been shown, although there has been 
some business in low cuts. 

Reports from all over the country show 
the decided lead of tan goods. In the 
New York stores, men, women and chil- 
dren are being shod with tans. Chicago 
is selling tans; high and low cut men’s 
and women's goods. Manufacturers in 
Rochester, N. Y., have never had such a 
demand for tan goods from their custom- 
ers who are not in any limited area- The 
prospect that the brown shoes will start 
tbe Easter season well, and be salable 
during the spring seems to be generally 
conceded. 

While the prospects of brown leather 
goods seem to be so favorable, cloth shoes 
are by -no means forgotten and manufac- 
turers believe that the fabric-topped boots 
and shoes will have a ready sale as the 
spring develops into summer. The fact 
that cloth is cooler for shoe tops than 
leather is considered a good reason for 
the advancement of such goods - Besides 
the velvet topped shoes, which are ex- 
pected to be leaders among cloth lines, 
shoes in crash and canvas are being pre- 
pared in large quantities. — Boston 
Transcript.

Of the large number of people in Wey- 
mouth who are or should be interested in 
everything which pertains to our welfare 
either financial or otherw ise, there were 
only about a hundred who assembled at 
the Town Hall last Friday to paiticipate 
in tlic meeting called by the selectmen for 
the purpose of discussing present legis- 
lation and other matters pertaining to the 
••Rial Boston” movement and tlic relation 
of i lie several towns and cities in the 
Metropolitan Park District to expendi- 
tures for the same, and a form of govern- 
ti eat which shall control them. 

The meeting was opened by E. W. 
Hunt, chairman of the board of the se- 
lectmen. who explained the object of the 
call and the significance of the legislation 
asked for by the I5< sli n ( lumber of Com 
tnerce and others. 

The several bills embrace most every- 
thing from annexation and a loss of iden- 
tity on the part of the municipalities in- 
terested to an ignoring of all appeals and 
everyone letliug the matter alone. 

Senator Geo. L. Barnes, w hile not an 
advocate of annexation, explained to 
quite a length w bat the promoters wanted 
and the significance of the proposed an- 
nexation scheme. Capl. Callino, of t lie 
hoard of selectmen of Hull, and Mr. 
Blackmcre of Newton, were of the audi- 
ence ami they with others asked Mr 
Barnes many questions as to the advan- 
tages and disadvantages in becoming a 
part of Boston. In conclusion Mr. Harucs 
said in substance that as legislator lie was 
! no longer a representative of Weymouth 
I alone, but of the senatorial district, which 
had a diversity of interest and the inter- 
ests of the whole were to be considered. 
Mr. Barnes was followed by A. P. Wor- 
then, Esq, town council, who evidently 
had made the metropolitan district quite 
| a study and especially so, as to its cost 
aud a proper adjustment uf the taxis to

Eyes were opened with astonishment 
by the people when they learned that the 
system lias a’ready cost more than $71,- 
000,000 of which $81,000,000 are yet un- 
paid and that the debt of the Metropolitan 
Park system is now more than the entire 
lion ded debt of the state of New York. 

One bill uow before the legislature pro- 
poses a federation of all the cities and 
towns in the district, who shall form a 
board of controll and management, and 
while no action was taken by the meeting 
it would scctn uo more than right that we 
should get uearer the seat of government 
than we have ever been.

This form of poisoning 
can usnally be easily recognized by 
the odor, which is well known, and 
by the white barns or marks on the 
Ups and mouth, which are typical of 
rarbollc acid poisoning. 

Send for the nenrest physician, and 
in the meantime, as carbolic acid kills 
quickly, the first aid treatment must 
be prompt in order to get results. If 
possible cause the patient to vomit by 
giving an emetic, such ns Ipecac or 
salt and water, a tablespoonfnl to a 
pint of warm water. This, however, 
frequently falls to work on account 
of the Irritated condition of the mu- 
cous membrane of the stomach. One 
of the best chemical antidotes Is ep- 
som salt In solution. Another good 
chemical antidote Is alcohol, the only 
trouble with this remedy being that 
It cannot be given In a pare form. It 
has to be dilated with water and for 
that reason loses Its efficacy. 

Jnat exactly why alcohol counter- 
acts the effect of carbolic acid la not 
known, bat If, for Instance, carbolic 
add la splashed on the hands and they 
are at once Immersed In absolute alco- 
hol there will be no resulting burn. — 
Dr. H. H. Hartung In National Mag- 
azine.

Extract from Chap. 102 of the Revised 
Laws of Massachusetts. 
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Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a I g which 
is three months old or over, shall annua ..on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, c.us- : to he 
registered, numbered, described anil licensed for 
one year from the first day of April >• >1 wing, in 
the office < f the clrrk of the city or : wn in w..ich 
said deg is kept. The owner or keep- - fa licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s i me and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper oi . -w» it 

anv time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who hecoires the owner or 
keeper of a dig afer the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
olel after the thii ty-hrst day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbereel, described, licensed indcollared 
as provieleel in the preceding sectio-. 

Sec. 150. The fee for every license sha 1 be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered vete-inarian 
who performed the operation has been filed with 
the city or town clerk that said female dog had 
been spayed and has thereby been deprived of the 
power of propagation, in which case the fee shall be 
two dollars. 

1 3 * - I owner cr keeper cf dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorising him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number 01 dogs so 
kept does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty hve dollars, and if the number of 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or Keeper which are under the age of six months. 

Sic. 137. \\ hoever keeps a dog contrary to the 

provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
m bection one hundred and thirtv-nme, forfeit not 
more loan fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the do* is kept 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer cf the city or town in which said 
dog is kept 

53 ^ No person shall keep or have in his care 
or posession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
bioodhound of pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the Erglish 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers or breeders as Cuban bloodhound or 
Sioerian bloodhound, whether such dog is in whole 
or, in part of such species, unless such dog is kept 
so’ely tor exhibition. In such case he shall at all 
timrs be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large evm though in charge 
of a keeper, nnless properly and -ecurely muziled.
